New Serum Proves Successful. 

In piace of the of direct transtu- 
sion, the blood to be used was drawn from 
the arms of the fathers, sealed in aseptic 
bottles and placed on ice. In a few hours 
the blood clots separated and the clear fluid. 
which-possessed in abundance the clotting 
power which the blood of many babies lacks, 
rose to the surface. This blood serum was 
then skimmed off and injected into the baby’s 
yéins. Immediate improyement resulted. 

The first operation was performed a week 
ago last Friday on a baby which developed 
bleeding within two hours after birth. An 
injection of the serum was made in the 
afternoon and a second in the evening, with 
the result that the bleeding almost stopped. 
After six days’ treatment the baby was pro- 
nounced cured. The second case was taken 
up a few days ago and the cure is weil along. 
In the opinion of the physicians of the hos- 
pital the treatment by human blood serum 
is much more successful and less hazardous 


than direct transfusion of blood or the use 


of anti-toxin, the serum drawn from horses’ 
blood. | .

I don't 
wish to say that no homes exist. What I 
do say is that they are like a treasure 
buried in the earth. They fail of their pur- 
pose because their existence and location 
are not known at thecritical moment. They 
should be so advertised that sinners and 
sufferers may read as they run. 

Fallen men are in the same position. 
Where are desperate and titute men to 
be sent? Is the unfortunate who is down 
and out, but who. yet has in him the posat- 
bilities of useful citizenship. to be denied 
any refuge except the house of co -

Three Year Old System in MET a 
Lacks Outside Support, but Judge

Judge Julian W. Mack, who has just re- 
turned from a two months’ tour in Europe. 
says that the Juvenile court syetem in this 
country is being imitated in Germany, espe- > 
clally in Berlin. 

He said Berlin's whole idea of the system is 
only three years old, whereas the system has 
been in effect in this country genera.ly for 
about eleven years.

The federal health officials méar to do 
all in their power to keep cholera from get- 
ting a foothold in this country. To that 
end they are inviting the codperation of 
city boards of Health. Hereafter track 
will be kept of immigrants from countries 
where cholera is epidemic after they have 
landed. The names of those who go to 
Ohicago will be given the local health de- 
partment and ft will be looked to to keep 
watch on them and isolate them wher at- 
tacked by sickness which may have chol- 
éraic symptoms. 

This will entail much work on an over- 
worked department, but it will be under- 
taken cheerfully. This is an extreme pro- 
cautionary measure which the health of- 
ficials are urging, but in view of the on- 
ward march of the cholera in Hurope, and 
the possibility of a renewed outbreak next 
year, no precautions are excessive.

Ragtime 
isnot an American but a Europear inven- 
tion. It is only a temporary fad in this 
country, and today is more prevalent in 
Berlin, Vienna, and Paris than in our 
capitals. It nivstly came to us from 
Europe, imdeed. It has fio more to do 
with the standards of taste or of musical 
composition in this country than it has

repertory of the Themas orchestra since 
Nov. 25, 1898, when it Was first presented in 
America under the diftection of the late 
Theodore Thomas. This composition has 
become poptlar with Thomas audiences, for 
it is filled With melody that is graceful and 
picturésque. and displays a mastery of the 
resources of the orchestra. 

Charpentier does not belong to the so-called 
new Frenen school, at least not in that 
marked degree which. characterizes Ravel 
and other followers of Debussy, and a brief 
scrutiny of his training will seem to furnish 
ample grounds for this circumstance. H 
was not reared in the schoo! of Cesar Franck, 
but sat at the feet of Massenet, Passard, and 
Massert at the Paris Conservatior. A scéne 
lyrique entitled ‘“‘Didon,”’ composed during 
his period of study at the conservatoir won 
for him the prix de Rome, and during his 
sojourn in that city he composed his Im- 
pressions & Itane“ Four operas and man 
compositions for orchestra have since then 
been placed to his credit. The opetas bear thé 
titles Louise, Marie,“ Orphie,“ and 
“ Téte Rouge,“ and only the first named has 
achieved world wide recognition. It was 
firét produced at the Opera Comtque n 1800. 

In Louise we ate confronted with no 
musical idiom such as Debussy develops ih 
“ Pélieas and Mélisande.’’ Here is an abund- 
ance of melody that may be descr as 
frankly tuneful. Yet it is not without its 
mood picturing values, though fts éonfotm- 
ance with the popular idiom obvfatés the ne- 
cessity of detailed thematic analysis such as 
was required in an effort to prepare oneself 
to enjoy the music of Debussy. 

The story of Louise suggests ‘“‘ La Bo- 
heme in scene and iff general mood; even 
in many of the detaile.

Inaugurates Great Evangelical 


By Charles W. Welch. 


The evangelistic campaign which 
gin this afternoon in the dancing pavilion of 
the White City amusement park, will attract 
the attention of the entire religious forces of 
this and other countries. This is to be the 
beginning of one of the most spectacular re- 
ligious movements ever launched. and the 
church world's waiting to see if such a vast 
undertaking as that which has been planned 


for Chicago during the next six weeks in 


more than fifty centers, will accomplish the 
amount of good which its —- claim 
for it. 

Such efforts have been tried in many of the 
gmalier American and European cities with 
varying degrees of success, and Dr. J. Wil- 
bur Chapman and Charles Alexander, who 
are to be the leaders in this campaign have 
led such movements with. ed success 
this and other ceuntries, but there is 
speculation as to the final results of their 
undertaking here. 

* The six weeks’ revival which begins this 
afternoon and tonight with the meeting at 
White City and twenty group meetings being, 
held simultaneously on the north and west 
sides, is being launched by the Laymen’s 
Evangelistic council of Chicago, whose p 
ident is Henry P. Crowell; and while this is, 
an organization made up solely of laymen, the 
ministers of the city are heartily in accord 
with the plans for the present movement to 
reach Chicago's unchurohed masses.

On Oct. 30 Dr. e and Mr. Alexander. 
who is in general charge of the music, will 
move to the north side, where a big tem- 
porary amphitheater is being rushed to com- 
Pletion at Evanston, Racine, and Leland 
avenues. The White City meeting will be 
replaced by \group meetings on the south side 
n church lected by thecommittees. The 
north side group meetings will be suspended 
for the two weeks Dr. Chapman preaches in 
that section. 

The fifth and sixth weeks of the campaign 
Will be spent y Dr. Chapman on the west 
Ade, where a building in the vicinity of 
Austin will de constructed. The west side 
‘ meetings will éontinue from Nov. 14 to 20. 

The formally scheduled meetings will form 
only a part of the campaign, however. One 
corpse of workers in charge of an evangelist 
will visit shops, factories, and the large retail 
stores, wherever the necessary permission 
ean be obtained, to conduct meetings of the 
employés. Another department of the work 
Will be special meetings for children where 


the entire program will be fitted to the needs | 


of the young people. 

This is the third effort made by the Lay- 
men’s council, the first being held under the 
direction of Dr. R. A. Torrey and the second 
a year ago with Gipsy Smith as the 
leader. The members of the laymen's or- 
ganization believe that this campaign wil 
be far more reaching than either ‘of its 
predecessors. And while each of the former 
gevivals had only one center, the first on 
Chicago avenue end the second in the Sev- 
enth Regiment armory, this one will have 
more than fifty places from which its influ- 
ence will radiate. The city has been divided 
into three sections and Dr. Chapman and Mr. 
Alexander will hold services in a central 
place in each of these, and each day/during 
the mission will conduct nopnday services 
ip the Chicago theater for the benefit of the 
residents of the downtown district and the 
nae men of the city.

The two preceding lessons of the virgins 
and the talents were a fitting approach to 
this lesson ‘concerning the judgment.

The ‘first of the three parables had to do 
with only ten virgins; the second with a 
longer time and with greater responsibilities; 
while the third deals with the ever absorbing 
question of the end of life and the issues of 
death. The first of these taught that it is 
imperative that his creatures should be ready 
at all timgs for his coming, and the second 
impresses the fact that he will surely require 
an agcounting for the manner in which his 
gifts have been conserved and used, while the 
third reinforces the lessons of the suddenness 
and certainty of his coming. 

The certainty of the end of life cannot be 
questioned, and lest there be any misunder- 
standing as to what service he would have 
performed by his followers, he goes fully into 
pec nw of am simpler duties which are. 

re made manifest in hi 
life. He fed the hungry, . 
and made the stranger feel that he had found 
a friend who had been looking for him all 
the while; and at the same time the sick and 
— that were in prison were ministered 


— 

The truly righteous enter so completely into 
such ministrations that they are not * 
„aware that they have done anything quite 
enough extr raordinary to call for honorable 
mention. lle the formalist and he who 
has not the vital matter of service at heart 
for its sake are ever mindful of unusual ef- 
fort to perform just what is required and 
then is apprehensive as to the remuneration; 
and when judgment is meted out he is as- 
tounded that he has failed in the better part, 
which issues from utter abandon to the all 
absorbing altruism of God’s wholesome serv- 
ice for mankind. 

This lesson in its climax teaches that 
though men are prone to weigh too seriously 
the more important matters of Nfe when the 
lesser ones call loudly for solution, it will 
be the smaller duties and the manner of their 
performance which will be thought of first 
by him who is the final arbiter of the world’s 
conception of what is or is not of the first 
magnitude.

Mrs. Loomis’ husband, Col. Loomis, was

bair, sweeping muatachios, an alert, military 
: €afriage (which almost counterbalanced his 
short stature), a courtly manner, and a 
passion for horses. He rode horseback as if 
&t the head of a detachment of cavalry, and 
Grove four in hand with an air that would 
Make @ seven passenger motor car feel cheap. 

Mrs. Loomis was a gentle, stately lady who, 
company or nogompany, dined every night 
of her life at 6 o'clock and lived in her large. 
lonely house on the Lake Shore drive witb 
the past more real and present to her than 
today.

We could wish that the colonel, who made 
4 good sized fortune entirely out of Chicago 
and her wonderful opportunities, had left 
some of his money to the city that made him 
sevich. He had no children, no near kin, and 
the opportunity to show gratitude and gen- 
erosity at no cost to himself or his wite or 
ann one who might have a claim on him 
Was a rare one. 1 

By his last will and testament a man can 
either obliterate the memory of an unworthy 
career or undo the esteem earned by benevo- 
lent activity during life.

three ‘miles more, sufficient in scope to ac- 
commodate the largest ocean sailing vessels 
and to serve as a mouth to the canal, a fitting 
and necessary link to the “ great lakes to 
the gulf waterway, now under advisement. 
by the city, state, and nation. 
“THE CITY BEAUTIFUL does not men- 
tion the removal of the steam railways to 
more outlying districts, the only means 
through which business expansion can be 
put into effect. It mentions the possibility 
at some remote period of the Stickney 
plan for the concentration of Chicago's 
freight traffic. The Stickney district being 
many miles distant, freight still would have 
to be shipped to and from the city in freight 
cars, which would necessitate storage 
houses and ‘tracks located in the business 
center. This being our present chief trouble, 
the plans are inadequate and, therefore, 
wrong and bad. . 

THE CITY PRACTICAL recommends the 
removal of all steam railways to more re- 
mote locations.

Cold Weather Helps. 


With the advent of cold weather the du- 
ties of the housekeeper become more exact- 
ing because so much depends upon the at- 
‘mosphere of the house. In summer windows 


and doore are constantly open to the fresh 


breezes, there is not the care of heating, and 
one takes life more easily. 7 
Healthful animal or vegetable life cannot 
be sustained without pure air in plenty. At 
this season of the year we are apt to forget 
this and keep our houses too carefully pro- 
tected from the air. Living in rooms that 
are not properly supplied with. fresh air 
lowers the vitality and makes one more sus- 
ceptible to iliness. 

It i highly important that every room 
should be kept sweet, well ventilated, and 
properly heated. A thoroughly aired room 
heats more readily than one in which the air 
is vitiated. 

Air the sleeping rooms the first thing in the 
morning, no matter how cold the day. Have 
at least one window in one of the upper halls 
in which a ventilator can be placed, or, if that 
be inconvenient, have a strip of board about 
five inches long to place under the lower 
gash. This will give fresh air without a 


draft and is a good way to ventilate sleeping 


rooms when one fears an open window. if 
a draft should blow over the bed, place a 
acreen near the bed. 

Always keep some roome warm while the 
others are being aired, and give them a thor- 
ough flooding with fresh air when the first 
rooms are comfortable. Heat is not wasted 
by opening the windows for at least twenty 
minutés every morning, while health and 
sweettiess can steal in unobserved. 

The care of plumbing is important, but 
this duty will not be a hard one. Impress 


upon the younger members of the family the 


necessity of thoroughly flushing the closets. 


After the morning’s work is done the house- 


keeper should see that they are sufficiently 
flushed. 

After the midday work ie done and again 
at night the pipe of the kitchen sink should 
be well flushed with hot water. Once a 
week put helf a pint of washing soda in an 
ol saucepan with six quarts of hot water; 
when the soda is Gisgolved pour the water 
into the pipes. Have an old funnel to uss 
in the bath tuba and basins, that the hot 
soda may not touch any of the metal save 
that in the pipes. 

Copperas will remove odors! from Grain 
pipes. Dissolve one pound in one quart of 
water, bottle, and label Poison.“ Pour a 
Httle of this into the pipes when there is any 
odor. a 

It seems as if one need not caution people 
in regard to throwing into closet or basin 
any substance that would clog the pipes.

There are so many lovely styles 
‘shown for negligees of all kinds, that it will 
be an easy matter to choose something be- 
coming, appropriate and easy, to launder or 
elean. 

In this day of well heated homes. few 
women care to provide themselves with the 
heavy and clumsy sacques and wrappers of 
former years. And this fact makes it much 
easier to have these clothes both pretty and 
‘practical. 

Albatross, nun’s veiling and challis will, any 
of them, give sufficient warmth to be com- 
fortable on a cold day, and any of these 
materials will launder perfectly, and shrink 
but little. ' 

Where a little additional warmth is nec- 
essary, china silk may be used, or some one 
of the silk finished cotton Mnings. In the 
matter of trimming there are several kinds of 
Jace, such as imitation torchon, cluny, Irish 
end German valenciennes.

Scheme Often Tried Before. 


This will not be the first time in Which plans like 
those laid down by Prof. James have been used in 
seeking to solve the questions of the future. Many 
of them have been practically identical with the 
scheme to be used in London, and upon the word of no 
less persons than Sir Oliver Lodge, head of the Eng- 
lish Society for Poychieal Researeh, aud of Lombroso, 
the famous Italian sefentist, these tests have sue- 
ceeded. 

Probably the most thérough investigations of the 
sort planned by Prof, which have thus far been 
tried were those conducted by Sir Oliver Lodge when 
he asserted he got inte. grea with the spirits 
of Frederick W. H. Men and Pr.

Correspondence of Definite Character. 


At the beginning of the sittings there came corre- 
spondence of the most definite character, in the pro- 
duction of which there seemed to be the fullest evi- 
dences both. of supernormal intelligent direction and 
of ingenuity. On Jan, 2, 1907,at 12:30 p. m., Calcutta 
time, Mrs. Holland, during a trance at Calcutta, auto- 
matically wrote a seript containing the names of Fran- 
cis and Ignatius. Some five or six ‘hours later, at a 
sitting in London; Mrs. Piddington asked what purf- 
ported to be the spirit of Myers what were the real 
names of Mra. Piper's two controls, who called them- 
séives “Imperator” and “ Rector.”

It is possible that these coincidences might have

The north woods of Wiscon- 
gin—the land of the timber wilds—is 
again in turmoil over@the affdir of John 
F. Deitz, the “hero of Thornapple dam,” 


that remarkable frontier farmer who has 


successfully resisted a giant lumbering 
corporation, the courts, and the police armaments of 
northern Wisconsin. This time Deits and not the police 
authorities has suffered. 

The other day Deita’s eldest daughter and son were 
shot and taken captive in the little town of Winter, 
Wis., and the posse that did the shooting chased a 
younger son for miles, shooting at him, though he was 
unarmed and offered no fight. The three were driving 
through town in a wagon at the time of the attack, and 
the girl was shot in the back. According te the state- 
ments of the fathers, the son was then shot while try 
ing to assist the wounded girl. ' 

The little town of Winter was at once pla¢ed prac- 
tically under martial law. Deits had sent back the 
laconic .message: Tell them at Winter that I'm coming 
in.” Lanterns were hung on all the fences and sign 
posts of the town, and a small army ef deputies sworn 
in. Such fs. the terror this single man has incited. 
And yet he has not been an outlaw in the sense of 
marauding. He has simply resisted the law -which he 
deemed unjust and wrong.

Demand for School Starts Trouble. 


The most recent outbreak is the result of a bitter 
quarrel over a school. Deits is the only man in his 


‘istrict who has children. Likewise his home hel- 


ters the only library and typewriter in the north woods, 
and the master is himself accomplished in the law. He 
demanded that there be a public school and a teacher 
for his children, just as there were in more populous 
districts, and this is the cause of bloodshed. But back 
of it all is the story of Deits and his battle with the 
law. 

Hundreds of thousands of newspaper readers have 
heard of John FP. Deitz, “the hero of Thornapple dam,” 
since he sprang into the limelight in April, 1904, as the 
single handed antagonist of a $12,000,000 logging cor- 
poration in a fight over the use of a dam and certain 
claims for services and other matters. Deitz was a 
poor homesteader with a large family, and he appeared 
in the light of a David going forth to meet a Goliath. 

The biblical illustration goes still farther, for it will 
be remembered that the young sling thrower triumphed 
by using his primitive weapon. Thus with Deitz—he 
has evaded courts and legal battles, believing he would 
be worn out by his powerful adversary—and so went 
back to the only weapons at his command—a gun and 
his good, strong arm. To this day he has maintained 
his rights as he saw them.

No Man Can Defy the Law? 


“No man can, more than perhaps merely temporarily, 
defy the law.” said Judge John K. Parish of the Circuit 
court for Sawyer county in 1904, when he permanently 
enjoined Deitz from interfering with the great lumber 
company’s operations through the dam on his land. 

Deits Mves on a farm which his wife ten 
years ago far in the deer trodden forests, nine miles 
from the little station of Winter, Wis., on a branch of 
the Omaha railroad running out from Rice Lake The 
real trouble started when it was discovered on survey- 
ing the land in 1904 that what was then Known as the 
Cameron dam, in the Thornapple river, used by the 
Chippewa Lumber and Boom company for sluicing logs 
from the woods, was on the Deita property and not on 
that of the company, adjoining. The company had se- 
cured a tax deed on the “forty * on which the dam was 
believed to be, when. Mrs, Hugh L. Cameron, a widow 
and previous owner, had neglected to pay taxes on it 
one year, and she had been refused the privilege of re- 
deeming the tract when she had an opportunity of sell- 
ing it to Mra Deits. 3 : 

Finding me dam on his wife's property, Deits posted 
a “ne trespass” sign on one wing, and millions of feet 
of logs were tied up above. Efforts at settlement failed, 
and in April, 1904, the first injunction was issued by 
Judge Parish at Hayward, the county seat, and giveh 
to Sheriff Peterson to serve.

Deitz Not Present at Hearing. 

The officer traveled the forty-five miles to the Deitz 
home, taking the mail from the postoffice with him, and 
after giving it to the farmer told him that it also con- 
tained a copy of an injunction, but that the paper “ did 
not amount t anything.“ Deits claims the instrument 
Was not signed, non was any indorsement of servicr 
ever made upon it, and he therefore paid no attention 
to it. When the hearing was held Defts was not prées- 
ent, and the injunction was made permanent. The court 
gave a long decision, claiming that, so far as the evi- 


dence showed, the right to use the dam remained plain-.

and resigned after being fined $150 and sentenced to 
nerve six months in the county jail.

Thomas Grist succeeded Sheriff Peterson and at- 
tempted to serve an assault and battery warrant on 
Deitz, but the latter threw the paper into the fire, and 
the sheriff returned to Hayward alone. Sheriff Conlin 
of Bayfiel® county, Deputy Sheriff Ackley of Chippewa 
county, Herman Jonas of Madison, Sheriff James Gyl- 
land, who succeeded Grist (also resigned), former Sher- 
iff Giblin of Sawyer county, William Elliott, Deputy 
United States Marshal Pugh of Madison, together with 
half a hundred special and deputy, officers and agents 
of the company, at various times approached the Deitz 
homestead and efther went away on being ordered to or

First Encounter Without: Damage. 

The first pitched encounter to be fought was on May

hemlock and poplar branches. After shooting for sev- 
eral minutes without damage on either side, the attack- 
ers withdrew. Deitz declared afterward that the fact 
that his eyes were shot full of flying dirt and bark 
prevented him from aiming carefully, or his fire would 
have had more effect. : 

The most serious encounter was On July 25, 1906, 
when Sheriff Gylland and a number of men from Mi- 
waukee, in the uniform of state militiamen, headed by 
one Hoeft, all armed with rifles, succeeded in crawling

was out of the running. 

Prospects look good for a big race at Sa- 
vannah on Nov. 11-12, when the Grand Prix 
road meet will be run. Two years ago Sa- 
vannah established a reputation as.a road 
race promoter that has not yet been forgot- 
ten. The Grand Prix that was run over the 
Georgian course in 1908 had the greatest 
field of starters in American motor history. 
With all due respect to the one next month, 
It will not compare with the first race from 
an entry stan&point. While there will be 
such big cars as the Fiat and Benz, the rest 
of the foreign element will be missing. 
There will be no Renaults, no DeDietrichs, 
no Italas, while the driving talent from 
abroad will be skimpy indeed, with only 
Hemery, Nazzaro, and Wagner to drive for 
Europe.
